Vienna, Sept. 12.—The plans for the 
funeral of the late E m press Elizabeth, 
who wan assassin ated by an an a rc h ist 
on S atu rd ay a t Geneva, contem plate 
bringing the rem ains to V ienna next 
T hursday, a lying-in-state on Friday, 
and the obsequies of in term en t on S a t­ 
urday. 


The assassin is Lusgl Luigini, a na - 
,tive of Italy and an ex-Italian soldier. 
He had boen working: as a stone m ason 
in Geneva, and last m onth he took 
the 
prelim inary steps 
to become a 
naturalized 
Swiss. 
H is 
application 
papers,

Monday. The Italian records show th a t 
Luigini w as an illegitim ate child and 
took his m other’s nam e, 
lie h as been 
1 wice arrested as a defaulter from m il­ 
ita ry service. 


The in h u m an desperado

A fter hav in g been stabbed the em press 
arose and w alked on board the steam er, 
where she fell, fainting.

prehension, th a t she w as seriously hurt. 
The steam er w as turned back before 
reaching the open lake, and the em ­ 
press, unconscious, w as carried to the 
hotel 
on a stretcher. 
D octors 
and 
priests were Im m ediately sum m oned, 
and a telegram w as sent to E m peror 
Francis Joseph, 
E fforts to revive her 
m ajesty were unavailing, and she ex­ 
pired at 3 o’clock. 


A fter strik in g the blow the assassin 
ran along the R ue des Alpes, w ith the 
evident 
intention 
of 
entering 
the 
Square des Alpes, b ut before reaching 
it he w as seized by two cabm en who 
had w itnessed the crime. They handed 
him over to a b o a4m an and a gendarm e, 
who conveyed him to the police s ta ­ 
tion. 
The prisoner m ade no resistance. 
H e even san g as lie walked along, sa y ­ 
ing: 
“I did it,” and “She m u st be 
dead.” 
A t the police station he de­ 
clared th a t he w as a “sta rv in g a n ­ 
archist, w ith no hatred for the poor, 
but only for 
the rich,” 
T hroughout 
the exam ination of the assassin his de­ 
m eanor w as one of revolting cynicJsm, 
lie frankly congratulated him self upon 
the success of his crime.

jects of m ilitant anarchism he w rote; 


“Above all jt is the great, who m u^t 
be struck. 
Not only sovereigns and 
their m inisters will be reached by th,o 
com rades, lntf all who m ake m en miSr 
eraole on eayth.” 


He says no w as 
not 
impelled 'b y 
m isery to kill the empress,, as such* a 
course would have been idiotic, but 
he commit led the deed “in order iftat • 
such crimes, following one upon a n ­ 
other, m ight cause all who im poverish 
the populace to trem ble an d shiver.”

anarch ist by conviction,”

showed th a t both the lung and h ea rt 
were pierced by the assassin ’s dagger. 
The exam ination show ed 
an alm ost 
Imperceptible wound, the file having 
penetrated the h oart and not causing 
exterior bleeding. 


As yet the authorities have found no 
confirmation th a t the m u rd er w as p a rt 
of an an arch ist conspiracy, but a dozen 
persons w ith whom the assassin a s ­ 
sociated have been arrested for e x ­ 
am ination. 


E m p ress E lizabeth w as about re tu rn ­ 
ing to Oaux, France, when she w as 
m urdered. 
H e r suite had proceeded 
her by train, leaving with her only her 
maid of honor, C ountess Szapary, and 
) a m an servant. 


The em peror's fortitude is the topic 
of universal adm iration. He is bearing 
up m anfully despite the fearful shock, 
which, in view of his age, had inspired 
the g rav est apprehension. Although a t 
first stunned and slightly hysterical, 
he soon regained his self control, and 
clsplayed rem arkable calmness. 
Oc­ 
casionally, however, completely over­ 
powered by his grief, he moaned pit­ 
eously, repeatedly sobbing the n&m* 
of the empress.

THE PH^SIDEHTIA’ HAITTVIDATES. 


Havana* Sept. 14.—'The presence of 
R obert P. Porter, who Is in H a v a n a on 
a sx^ecial mission from 
the 
United 
S tates governm ent to study the finan­ 
cial and economic aspects of the s itu a ­ 
tion, is regarded w ith suspicion by 
.th e p a rty of free C ubi, as indicating 
the establishm ent of an A m erican pol­ 
icy of guardianship. 
Mr. P o rte r is 
preparing a revision uf the C uban t a r ­ 
iff, which will probably be protective 
of Cuban industries, and is acq u ain tin g 
him self w ith every detail of local t a x ­ 
ation. 
In this w ork he is assisted by 
a capable staff. 
F o r the present his 
efforts are only prelim inary, as, until 
afte r the definite settlem ent of peace, 
It will be impossible * to establish the 
new regime. 


B u t his efforts and inquiries, taken 
together w ith the announcem ent th a t 
A m erican troops will be sent later to 
occupy the city—which h ad 
hitherto 
been doubted by m an y —have had the 
effect of provoking protests from the 
m ore rabid Cubans, who are holding 
m eetings 
and 
adopting 
resolutions 
ag a in st “encroachm ent upon our rights 
as citizens of the free and independent 
republic of C uba by the establishm ent 
of an A m erican protectorate.” 


These 
two 
problem s—independence 
and an n ex atio n —are the chief topics 
discussed, and the idea of an A m erican 
protectorate, w ith m ilitary occupation, 
is 
now here 
favorably 
considered. 
E veryw here it is recognized th a t the 
choice is betw een independence and a n ­ 
nexation. 


Several well know n C ubans arrived 
here on S a tu rd a y by the M ascotte, os­ 
tensibly as delegates commissioned by 
the C uban ju n ta to facilitate the w ork 
of disbanding the Cuban troops. There 
is reliable authority, however, for thr: 
sta te m e n t th a t they are reallv com ­ 
m issioned ‘to a g itate the question of 
Cuban independence. On S unday night 
they were present a t a m eeting held 
a t the residence of one of the m ost 
aristocratic fam ilies of H av an a, and 
the question of independence W'as then 
discussed a t length. 


N ext m onth a t the h ead q u arters of the 
so-called C uban republican governm ent 
a t Cubitas, province of P uerto P rin ­ 
cipe, representatives of the different 
corps of the C uban arm y will proceed 
to a presidential election and a definite 
constitution of the governm ent. 


E ach arm y corps will send eight del­ 
egates, m ak in g a total of 48 electors. 
There are two separate and distinct 
tendencies in 
the Cuban 
arm y, one 
strongly supporting the present gov­ 
ern m en t and the other favoring G en­ 
eral M aximo Gomez. 


A lready four presidential nom ination 
tickets are in the field. In the first are 
the nam es of Bartolom o M asso for 
president and Mendez Capote for vice 
president; on the second, the nam es of 
Mendez Capote for the fiist place and 
Jose Miguel Gomez for the second; on 
the third are Jose Miguel Gomez and 
Pedro B etancourt, and on the fourth 
Calixto G arcia and Jose Miguel Gomez.

AN ADVENTURE IN THE PHILIPPINES.

As "Semana Santa," or Holy 


had arrived, with the prospect of sev- 
eral holidays in succession, the Anglo- 
American residents of Manila had cle- 
Berted the city. They went out to 
live in the surrounding country, partly 
(or pleasure and partly because no ve- 
hicle would be allowed in the streets 
flaring two days of the week, so that 
anyone remaining in town would be 
virtually a prisoner in his house or at 
the club. 


Some of the migrants had gone up 


the Pasig river to the lake at its 
pource and some to explore the won- 
derful caves in the great southern vol- 
eanic range; but I, with half a dozen 
others, had chartered a big steam- 
launch, loaded her with a camping 
outfit and native servants and steamed 
across the bay and up the coast. We 
Were going to the wild north country 
of Luzon in search of deer and wili 
Pig-We landed with our paraphernalia 
on the beach at our destination; or- 
dered the launch to return on the fol- 
owiug Monday and began to shift for 
ourselves in a country as wild as it was 
when Magellan and Bilboa cruised 
among the islands. It swarmed with 
little Negritos, or aboriginal natives 
.whom the Spanish conquerors have 
vainly tried for three centuries to sub- 
due and civilize. 


These Negritos wander about the 


vast forests in small bands, sleeping 
one night under a few propped-up 
boughs and the next, perhaps, among 
the limestone rocks and caves of the 
shore. Their language consists of a 
few bird-like chirps and whistles. 


•{Their weapons are bows and arrows 
•and queer swords or knives, which 


they can wield with terrible effect. 


They are cowardly and treacherous 


to the last degree. We had been es- 
pecially warned against wandering 
singly in the jungle, for a solitary 
hunter would be apt to find himself 
suddenly bristling with arrows, shot 
from behind every tree and rock 
around him. "This," said the grave 
old half-breed huntsman, who had 
given us these particulars, "would be 
excessively disagreeable 
for your 


graces" — and our graces agreed with 
the opinion. 


We accordingly 
took 
exceeding 


good care to keep together during the 
Jfirat two or three days, but as no 
•igns of blacks appeared we became 
less careful and occasionally made in- 
dividual expeditions along the shore 
or into the forest in quest of jungle- 
fowl or other small game.

around the camp, but saw them no 
more. The next day we climbed the 
bluff in a body and found my rifle safe 
and sound. 


On the way back, by great good 


luck, I shot an iguana four feet long, 
which I had stuffed in Manila and af- 
terward sent home by a sailing vessel. 
Its delivery, some four months later, 
by a horrified expressman at my fam- 
ily's home in a peaceful Boston sub- 
urb cieate-I a scene of consternation 
fully jnstitfed by its appearance.— 
Charles B. Howard, in Youth's Com- 
panion.

UNUSUAL LIBERTIES. 


What the Practice of Nut Ions Indicate*

It would seem, despite the com- 


plaints made concerning the treat- 
ment of borne of the prisoners of war 
captured on the prize ships early in 
the present conflict, that the govern- 
ment is doing fully as much, if not 
more, than the usage of civilized na- 
tions demands in this connection. The 
practice of nations does not contem- 
plate luxurious appointments and fare 
for au enemy's forces that may be 
captured. 
When one recalls that, 


even under the rules of modern war, 
the entire people of a vanquished 
town, state or nation are still con- 
sidered the absolute property of the 
victor, anything short of diath would 
seem to be a concession to humanitar- 
ian instincts. 


As a matter of fact, however, this 


sweeping conception of the rights of 
the victor has not been insisted upon 
in recent wars. Levying contribu- 
tions of money, provisions and the 
like marks the limit of a victor's in- 
sistence on his authority over the con- 
quered. 


All such, however, are not strictly 


prisoners of war, aud are not gener- 
ally so treated unless they have joined 
in the insurrection in a partly con- 
quered territory. 
Yet prisoners of 


war are not confined strictly to com- 
batants. 
Correspondents, 
sutlers, 


eontractors and the scores of others 
that make up the train in the wake of 
every army, may also be detained as 
prisoners of war if desired by the vic- 
tors. 


Under the rules observed in the 


American service, however, chaplains, 
members of the enemy's medical staff, 
hospital nurses and servants are not 
held as prisoners of war unless for 
some special reason the commander 
may deem it necessary. 


All valuables, such as money, jew- 


els, extra clothing and the like are 
considered under the American prac- 
tice the private property of the indi- 
vidual and are respected as such. 
Yet, in apparent contradiction of this 
rule, the writers on this subject state 
that if any great sums were found on 
a prisoner the sui'plus above what was 
necessary for his maintenance would 
be turned over to the government. 
Any considerable sum 
distributed 


among the members of a prisoner's 
train in the hope 
of secreting 
ifc 


would be liable to confiscation. 


The generally accepted rates gov- 


erning the treatment of prisoners of 
war prescribe that they shall be sub- 
ject only to such confinement as is 
deemed necessary to safety. 
They 


cannot be put at any penal labor, but 
still may be compelled to work for 
their captors according to their rela- 
tive rank and condition. Their fare 
meanwhile is expected to be plain but 
wholesome. 


In ca^e prisoners of war are caught 


in the act of escaping they may be 
shot. But neither death nor any other 
punishment can afterwards be inflict- 
ed upon them because of such attempt 
to regain their liberty. 


Any general plot, however, looking 


to bringing about a rebellion or a gen- 
eral escape of prisoners may be most 
rigorously punished, even to the point 
of death. 


If a person who has given no pledge 


escapes and is captured fighting with 
the enemy, he can still be treated only 
as a simple prisoner of war. 


Among the amenities ol" the gentle 


art of treating prisoners is the prac- 
tice of allowing an enemy to retain 
his side arms. Such an act simply in- 
dicates an appreciation of the bravery 
or other meritorious qualities of an 
enemy and is purely a mere formality 
as the hospitable Spaniard's stock an- 
nouncement that his house is yours. 
The prisoner retaining his side arms 
is not permitted to Avear them as loag 
as he is in captivity. 


Paroles are another form that the 


amenities are permitted to take. A 
parole, which simply amounts to giv- 
ing a prisoner certain liberties on con- 
dition that he does not take up arms 
against the power grafting the lib- 
erty, may take various forms. 
It 


may simply give the prisoner liberty 
within certain limits, while on the 
other hand it may even permit him 
to return to his own country. 
Under 


the latter condition the person paroled 
is hardly restricted at all. He could 
even bear arms, so long as he was not 
arrayed against the government grant- 
ing the parole. 


Although the person paroled is on 


his honor only, a violation of the con- 
ditions of a parole is considered so 
infamous that such thing* are rare in- 
deed. Severe and summary punish- 
ment would nevertheless be permissi- 
bl« under the rules of war if a paroled 
prisoner were captured again fighting 
against the power he had promised 
for the time being not to bear arms 
against. 


From the foregoing it would seem 


that at the worst the treatment that 
the Unite 1 States is giving its prison- 
ers of war is nt least fully up to the 
renjuircments of civilizeil nations. 


With t'ervera's sailors housed and 


led aad otherwise cared for at Ports- 
month, they would Mem to b« bettor 


off than the American troops who are 
still facing yellow fever and inauser 
bullets und the task of establishing u 
Cuban republic. 


Add to this the fact that the gov- 


ernment is gratuitously uiisweriugthe 
inquiries of relatives in Spain con- 
cerning the safety of all captured and 
that Cervera and the officers under 
him were taken to Annapolis, and it 
would seem that the United States is 
doing as much toward making its 
prisoners of war comfortable as tho 
rules of war contemplate. 


AN APACHE'S ENGLISH TALK. 


Sent Out to Make a Treaty, With the Clio- 


run of a Hymn for a Vocabulary. 


Just at present the men most talked 


about in Cincinnati are the officers of 
the Sixth infantry who went down 
before the awful rain of Spanish bul- 
lets at Santiago, and to many of their 
friends who were accustomed to meet 
them at the Gibson House, which was 
the headquarters of the 
officers, it 


seems hard to realize that several of 
the best ones are dead. Lieutenant 
Ord's death has occasioned particular 
regret. 
He was the son of General 


Ord of the regular army and wished 
to adopt the profession of arms, but 
was unable to get an appointment to 
West Point. He enlisted in the ranks 
and won his commission in that way. 
As a calvarynian he had a great many 
adventures, serving in a number of 
Indian campaigns. 


It was when he was a sergeant and 


was with General Miles in the cam- 
paign against Geronimo that he was 
detailed to carry despatches from Miles 
to one of the officers commanding a 
body of troops that had been stationed 
miles away to head off the Indians' 
retreat. 
The assignment meant that 


he must ride miles and miles across 
the desert and run a chance of being 
caught by Apaches, but he seemed 
delighted when he was selected. Just 
as sundown came he mounted his 
horse and started on his dangerous 
mission. 
On, on, on he rode until 


midnight over the seemingly endless, 
arid track. Suddenly he heard what 
bethought was a human voice; then 
he thought it was only the crunching 
of the sand as his horse's hoofs sank 
into it. Then he rode on a little fur- 
ther, and still he thought he could 
hear the voice. Stopping his horse, 
he dismounted and listened. 


Sure enough it was a voice. Taking 


off the blue flannel army shirt that he, 
wore he tore it into strips, with which 
he wrapped the hoofs of his horse in 
order that the sand would not crunch 
when the animal walked and started 
cautiously toward the sound, which 
was barely audible and nearly a mile 
away. Leading his horse and with 
his carbine ready for instant action, 
he started ahead, and as he came 
nearer he could understand that the 
owner of the voice was singing. 
Working -nearer and nearer he was 
able to distinguish the words,aud fancy 
his surprise when his ear caught the 
words of "Oh, how I love Jesus." 
Out in the middle of the desert, miles 
and miles from any white man, the 
words of the song floated to him clear 
and strong. 
At first he thought that 


he had the fever that comes to men 
when they ride too far without rest 
over the sand, bnt there could be no 
mistaking the song; it was no delusion; 
it was real. Ord at once suspected 
some Apache ruse and, hobbling his 
horse, started to cr~wl toward the 
spot where the song came 
from. 


Throwing himself flat on his stomach 
he worked his way along behind cac- 
tus and other bushes until he was 
within a short distance of the spot. 
All that he sang were the few words 
of the chorus, "Ob,how I love Jesus," 
continually repeating them. 


After crawling for more than an 


hour Ord cauie to where he could see 
that the singer was an Apache, sitting 
in the middle of some cactus bushes. 
For a long time Ord watched him,and 
all the time the Indian kept repeating 
at the top of his voice, "Oh, how I 
love Jesus." Finally when he became 
satisfied that the Indian was alone 
Ord covered him with his carbine and 
rushed at him, ordeiing him to pur- 
render. 
The Aw.che threw up both 


hands aud made the sign of peace, 
continuing to sing "Oh, how I love 
Jesus." 


The lieutenant took the Indian back 


to General Milea' <-a.np, where it was 
learned through the interpreter that 
he had been sent ont by one of tbe 
Apache chiefs to say that the Indians 
were ready to treat for peace. He 
was the only In lian in the party who 
could speak a word of English, and 
all that he c<»«l<l ««ay was "Oh, how I 
loveJesns," vhirh he had learned 
from a missionary. Hence he wa-* sent 
ont to meet the « hite men and sitting 
himself in the <lesert growled forth 
the few words h^ knew until Ord came 
•long.

Arc Little Compared With Naval 


(•linn. Have Accuracy of Flro ami Are 
IJ<t*ti-uctlv« In Effect—l'1ny«-<I uu Impor- 
tant Part III Forcing Toral to Surrender. 
There is no more important piece of 


ordnance used in our war operations 
thitu the little rifled mortars that 
threw explosives, shells, ami heavy 
steel projectiles with destructive effect 
against the Spanish iutreuchmeuts 
and rifle pits between the American 
lines and Santiago. The Held mortars 
are believed by the army men in 
Washington to have played an impor- 
tant part in compelling the surrender 
of the Spanish troops and to have 
assisted in the capture of strategic 
points which otherwise might not have 
been taken -without seveie loss to the 
invading soldiers. 


These little mortars have not been 


generally adopted in armies, except 
iu this country, and never had an 
actual trial against the enemy until 
the recent fight between Shaffer's men 
and those of - General Toral. 
They 


are light, can be readily transported 
with an advancing body of men, are 
quick of fire, and ar« almost as accurate 
as the rifled field piece. 
Although the 


shot fired by them describes a tra- 
jectory that takes it soaring hundreds 
of feet up in the air, the accuracy of 
fire is so great that an exploding shell 
can be dropped two miles away with- 
tn a space no larger than a good-sized 
ballroom. 


When compared with 
the 
old 


smooth-bore muzzle loaders of the 
civil war period, which shot far but 
with no certainty as to where the shell 
would fall, the new mortars like those 
at Santiago are as great an improve- 
ment as the modern small arm is over 
the old Springfield. 


With the modern mortar provided 


with a. rifled chamber and breech- 
loading apparatus the ordnance ex- 
perts claim that they can plump a shot 
into any ordinary sized rifle pit and 
knock the top off any house at which 
it is aimed within the radius of its 
action. Although the projectile goes 
high in the air and then takes a plung- 
ing course,the range can be accurately 
reached by reducing or increasing the 
powder charge. 
The explosion of a 


7-inch shell in a rifle pit should kill 
or severely injure every man in it,and 
if one fell behind an intrenchment 
where men were assembled thickly 
it would have the power to wipe out 
practically half a company. 


Mortars, howitzers and field gans 


were the heavy ordnance used by the 
army in front of Santiago, but for 
shelling a city no pi^ce was believed 
by the officers to be better adapted for 
effective work than the mortars. Two 
kinds are used in the army, the heavier 
being the 7-inch and the other the 
3.6-inch. 
The heavy mortar has a 


weight of 1715 pounds and a total 
length of only 58 inches, the length 
of the bore being seven calibres. 
A 


projectile weighing 120 pounds is used 
for the important work of clearing 
rifle pits, and can be sent accurately 
to a distance of considerably more 
than three miles, and dropped within 
a space 100 by 12 feet three times out 
of five. To send this shell through 
the air only five and one-half pounds 
of powder is required, which develops 
an initial velocity for the projectile of 
about 650 feet a second. The pressure 
exerted is 18,000 pounds to the square 
inch, which seems high for so small a 
chatge, and the range of the mortar is 
placed at 434=0 yards, or nearly three 
miles. 
The fighting range which 


will be generally employed, however, 
is not expected to exceed two miles. 
In the operations before Santiago it -. 
was less, although when General 
Shafter determined to bombard the 
city if Toral failed to comply to his 
demand for surrender, the mortar 
batteries were not less than two miles 
from the centre of the town and were 
to be fired at that distance. 
Inside 


the 7-inch mortar shell is 12 1-2 
pounds of powder whose explosion 
throws hundreds of small pieres of 
the shell in every direction'. 
A fnse 


ignites the powder as the shell strikes 
the ground, and if the explosion is 
instant the destruction in its imme- 
diate 
vicinity should 
be terrific. 


Should the shell, however, hit soft 
earth and bnry itself before exploding 
it« effectiveness is practically lost. 
The experience in firing mortars at 
Santiago showed that this occurred 
frequently. 


These mortars are adapted to fire 


the pro'ectiles of the 7-iach howiti~--r 
aa well as the shells. 
Besides tbe 


ordinary shell the mortar is intended 
to fire as well a steel shell of 150 
pounds weight and approximately of 
five calibre length, charged with high 
explosive for great destructive effect. 
This piece supplies the heaviest calibre 
that the array regards as necessary for 
field purposes and is intended for just 
such purpose' a"* those to which it was 
put at Santiago. 


The 3.6-iucb mortar is fired from a 


solid IT constructed i/atform weighing 
200 pounds. 
The platform is held in 


position by slaves the recoil being 
1ak«n up aivl 3;ept within liir.i** by 
ropes «iflle fa^t loan n^rhnr stake. 
The rar.se of this mortar varies from 
300 yards to 3300, «nd its fire is just 
«• accurate as that of the larger piece. 


Twelve ounces of powder explodes the 
Bhell, and the amount required to 
propel it varies from five ounces for 
the smallest distance to fifteen ounces 
for the greatest obtainable range. 
Experiments with this piece show that 
almost every shot can be lauded with- 
in the space of an ordinary room. 
They are to the army in creating havoo 
to the iutreuchments what the big 12 
and 10 inch coast defence mortars are 
to a fleet of approaching war vessels. 


ELIAS DUDLEY'S FORTUNE 


Started When H«> Ordered Vice 1'resitlent 


Hannibal Huinlfii Out of Him Slor«. 
One of the largest estates in the vil- 


lage of Presque Isle, Me., belongs to 
the heirs of Elias Dudley, an old-time 
merchant of the town, whoso pros- 
perity was largely due to the fact that 
he once ordered a viee president of 
the United States out of hiw store. 
Dudley was an old school Quaker who 
went to Maine from Pennsylvania 
years ago and carried on a small trade 
in buying furs from the French Can- 
adian squatters. He sold a few stand- 
ard groceries and kept socks, mittens 
and cheap clothing. Though he could 
have made himself rich in a short 
time by selling liquor and tobacco, his 
conscience would not allow him to 
keep either. 
So firm was he in his 


principles that he would allow no one 
to use tobacco in his store. 


In the summer of 18(U Hannibal 


Hamlin of Bangor, who was then vice 
president, went up there to enjoy a 
week's fishing in Squaw Pan lake and 
called at Dudley's store to purchase 
the needful supplies for his outing. 
While waiting for his goods to be put 
up, Mr. Hamliu lighted a cigar and 
walked up and down the floor. Dud- 
ley, who was in the back store, de- 
tected the odor of tobacco and cauie 
out in a towering rage. 


"Mr. Hamliu," said he, "get out of 


my store at once. 
Nobody is allowed 


to smoke here. 
If President Lincoln 


or Queen Victoria should come into 
my store smoking I'd drive them out 
the same way I do you. 
Go now, and 


never darken my doors again with the 
smell of tobacco about you." 


Mr. Hamliu threw away his cigar 


and apologized. 
After that he told 


the story to his acquaintances as a 
good joke on himself, and before any- 
body m Presque Isle was aware of this 
fact old man Dudley was famous. The 
Prohibitionists took him up and petted 
him and nominated him for Congress. 
Meantime the anglers of New England, 
believing that Mr. Hamlin knew all the 
places where fish would bite, flocked to 
to Presque Isle by the stageload, and 
every one of them fitted out at Dud- 
ley's store. 
When Dudley died in 


1880 he was the best known man in 
Aroostook county and was worth 
nearly §100,000. 


The Founder of San Juan. 


Mr. Frederick A. Ober contributed 


to the Century an article on "The Is- 
land of Porto Rico." After telling of 
the founding of the city of San Juan 
by Ponce de Leon, Mr. Ober says: 


San Juan, the city founded in 1511 


on the north coast, soon became a 
place of importance, and not long after 
settling here Juan of the Lion Heart 
built himself a castle on the promon- 
tory above the harbor's mouth, and 
there he planned the voyage through 
the Bahamas which resulted in the 
discovery of Florida in 1513.

It would seem, despite tho com­ 
plaints made concerning the treat­ 
ment of some of the prisoners of war 
captured on the prize ships early in 
the present conflict, that the govern 
ment is doing fully as much, 
if not 
more, than the usage of civilized na­ 
tions demands in this connection. The 
practice of nations doos not contem­ 
plate luxurious appointments and fare 
for an enemy’s forces that may be 
captured. 
When one recalls that, 
even under the rules of modern war, 
the entire people of a vanquished 
town, state or nation are still con* 
sidered the absolute property of the 
victor, anything short of diuth would 
seem to be a concession to humanitar­ 
ian instincts. 


As a matter of fact, however, this 
sweeping conception of the rights of 
the victor has not been insisted upon 
in recent wars. 
Levying contribu­ 
tions of money, provisions and the 
like marks the limit of a victor’s in­ 
sistence on his authority over the con­ 
quered. 


All such, however, are not strictly 
prisoners of war, and are not gener 
ally so treated unless they have joined 
in the insurrection in a partly con­ 
quered territory. 
Yot ])r is oners of 
war are not conlined strictly to com­ 
batants. 
Correspondents, 
sutlers, 
eontractors and the scores of others 
that make up the train in tho wake of 
every army, may also be detained as 
prisoners of war if dosired by the vic­ 
tors. 


Under the rules observed in tho 
American service, however, chaplains, 
members of the enemy’s medical staff, 
hospital nurses ami servants are not 
held as prisoners of war unless for 
some special reason the commander 
may deem it necessary. 


All valuables, such as money, jew­ 
els, extra clothing and the like are 
considered under the American prac­ 
tice the private property of the indi­ 
vidual and are respected as such. 
Yet, in apparent contradiction of this 
rule, the writers on this subject state 
that if any great sums were found on 
a prisoner the surplus above what was 
necessary for his maintenance would 
be turned over to the government. 
Any considerable sum 
distributed 
among the members of a prisoner’s 
train in the hope 
of secreting it 
would be liable to confiscation. 


The generally accepted rules gov­ 
erning the treatment of prisoners of 
Mfar prescribe that they shall be sub­ 
ject only to such confinement as is 
deemed necessary to safety. 
They 
cannot be put at any penal labor, but 
still may be compelled to work for 
their captors according to their rela­ 
tive rank and condition. 
Their fare 
meanwhile is expected to bo plain but 
wholesome. 


In case prisoners of war are caught 
In the act of escaping they may be 
shot. But neither death nor any other 
punishment can afterwards be inflict­ 
ed upon them because of sucli attempt 
to regain their liberty. 


Any general plot, however, looking 
to bringing about a rebellion or a gen­ 
eral escape of prisoners may be most 
rigorously punished, even to the point 
of death. 


If a person who has given no pledge 
escapes and is captured fighting with 
the enemy, he can still be treated only 
as a simple prisoner of war. 


Among the amenities of tho gentle 
art of treating prisoners is the prac­ 
tice of allowing an enemy to retain 
his side arms. Such an act simply in­ 
dicates an appreciation of the bravery 
or other meritorious qualities of an 
enemy and is purely a mere formality 
as the hospitable Spaniard’s stock an­ 
nouncement that his house is yours. 
The prisoner retaining his side arms 
is not permitted to wear them as long 
as he is in captivity. 


Paroles are another form that the 
amenities are permitted to take. 
A 
parole, which simply amounts to giv­ 
ing a prisoner certain liberties on con­ 
dition that he does not take up arms 
against the power granting the lib­ 
erty, may take various forms. 
It 
may simply give the prisoner liberty 
within certain limits, while on the 
other hand it may even permit him 
to return to his own country. 
Under 
the latter condition the person paroled 
is hardly restricted at all. 
He could 
even bear arms, so long as ho was not 
arrayed against the government grant­ 
ing the parole, 


Although tho person paroled is on 
his honor only, a violation of the con­ 
ditions of a parole is considered so 
infamous that such things are rare in­

AN 
APACHE’S ENGLISH TALK. 


Sent O ut to M ak e a Treaty* W ith th o Cho­ 
ru s of a H yinn for a V ocabulary. 


Ju st at present tho men most talked 
about in Cincinnati are tho officers of 
the Sixth infantry who went down 
before the awful rain of Spanish bul­ 
lets at Santiago, and to many of their 
friends who wore accustomed to meet 
them at the Gibson House, which was 
the headquarters of the officers, it 
seems hard to realize that several of 
the best ones are dead. 
Lieutenant 
Ord’s death has occasioned particular 
regret. 
He was the son of General 
Ord of the regular army and wished 
to adopt tho profession of arms, but 
was unable to get an appointment to 
West Point. 
He enlisted in tho ranks 
and won his commission in that way. 
As a calvaryman ho had a great many 
adventures, 
serving in a number of 
Indian campaigns. 


It was when he was a sergeant and 
was with General Miles in the cam- 
imigu against Geronimo that he was 
detailed to carry despatches from Miles 
to one of tho officers commanding a 
body of trooj3s that had been stationed 
miles away to head off the Indians’ 
retreat. 
Tho assignment meant that 
he must ride miles and miles across 
the desert and run a chance of being 
caught by Apaches, 
but he seemed 
delighted when he was selected. Just 
as sundown came he mounted his 
horse and started on his dangerous 
mission. 
On, on, on he rode until 
midnight over the seemingly endless, 
arid track. 
Suddenly he heard what 
he thought was a human voice; then 
he thought it was only the crunching 
of tho sand as his horse’s hoofs sank 
into it. 
Then he rode on a little fur­ 
ther, and still he thought he could 
hoar the voice. 
Stopping his horse, 
he dismounted and listened. 


Sure enough it was a voice. Taking 
off tho blue flannel army shirt that ho 
wore he tore it into strips, with which 
he wrapped the hoofs of his horse in 
order that the sand would not crunch 
when the animal walked and started 
cautiously toward the sound, which 
was barely audible and nearly a mile 
away. 
Leading his horse and with 
his carbine ready for instant action, 
he started ahead, and as he came 
nearer he could understand that the 
owner of 
tho 
voice 
was singing. 
Working -nearer and nearer he was 
able to distinguish the words, and fancy 
his surprise when his ear caught the 
words of “ Ob, howr I love Jesus.” 
Out in the middle of the desert, miles 
and miles from any white man, the 
words of the song floated to him clear 
and strong. 
At first ho thought that 
he had the fever that comes to men 
when they ride too far without rest 
over the sand, but there could be no 
mistaking the song; it was no delusion; 
it was real. 
Ord at once suspected 
some Apache ruso and, 
hobbling his 
horse, 
started to cr-wl toward the 
spot where the 
song 
camo 
from. 
Throwing himself flat on his stomach 
he worked his way along behind cac­ 
tus and other bushes until he was 
within a short distance of the spot. 
All that he sang were the few words 
of the chorus, “ Ob,how I love Jesus,” 
continually repeating them. 


After crawling for more than an 
hour Ord came to whore he could see 
that tke singer was an Apache, sitting 
in the middle of some cactus bushes. 
For a long time Ord watched him, and 
all the time the Indian kept repeating 
at the top of Ins voice, “ Oh, 
how I 
lovo Jesus.” Finally when ho became 
satisfied that tho Indian was alone 
Ord covered him with his carbine and 
rushed at him, ordering him to sur­ 
render, 
The Amiehe threw up both 
hands and made the sign of peace, 
continuing to sing “ Oh, 
how I love 
Jesu s.” 


The lieutenant took tho Indiau back 
to General Miles’ ca.np, where it was 
learned through the interpreter that 
he had been sent out by one of the 
Apache chiefs to say that tho Indians 
were ready to treat for peace. 
He 
was the only In lian in tho party who 
could speak a word of English, and 
all that he could say was “ Oh, how I 
love Jesus,” \> Inch he had learned 
from a missionary, Hence he wa* sent 
out to meet the white men and sitting 
himself in the desert growled forth 
the few words ha knew until Ord came 
along,

D estructive In K ffpct-V layed an I m p o r ­ 
ta n t P a rt in F o rc in g T o ral to S u rren d er, 
There is no more important pioco of 
ordnance used in our war operations 
than the little rifled mortars that 
threw explosives, shells, and heavy 
steel projectiles with destructive effect 
against tho Spanish intronchments 
and rifle pits betweon the American 
lines aud Santiago. Tho field mortars 
are believed by tho army men in 
Washington to have played an impor­ 
tant part in compelling the surrender 
of the Spanish troops and to have 
assisted in the captnro of strategic 
points which otherwise might not have 
been taken without severe loss to tho 
invading soldiers. 


These little mortars have not been 


Twelve ounces of powder explodes tho 
shell, 
and tho amount required to 
propel it varies from five ounces for 
tho smallest distance to fifteen ounces 
for 
tho greatest obtainable range. 
Experiments with this piece show that 
almost every shot can be lauded with­ 
in the space of an ordinary room. 
They are to tho army in creating havoc 
to tho intronchments what tho big 12 
and lG inch coast defence mortars aro 
to a fleet of approaching war vessels. 


ELIAS DUDLEY’S FORTUNE

S tarted W lion H e O rdered Vice P re sid e n t

One of tho largest estates in the vil­ 
lage of Presque Isle, Me., belongs to 
the heirs of Elias Dudley, an old-time 
merchant of the town, whoso pros­ 
perity was largely due to the fact that 
ho once ordered a vice president of 
tho United States out of his store. 
Dudley was an old school Quaker who 
went to Maine from Pennsylvania 
vears ago and carried on a small trade 
in buying furs from tho French Can-

They 
are light, can bo readily transported 
with an advancing body of men, are 
quick of fire, and are almost as accurate 
as the rifled field piece. 
Although the 
shot fired by them describes a tra­ 
jectory that takes it soaring hundreds 
of feet up in tho air, 
the accuracy of 
fire is so great that an exploding shell 
can be dropped two miles away with­ 
in a space no larger than a good-sized 
ballroom. 


When compared 
with 
tho 
old 
smooth-bore muzzle loaders of the 
civil war period, 
which shot far but 
with no certainty as to where the shell 
would fall, the new mortars like those 
at Santiago are as great an improve­ 
ment as the modern small arm is over 
the old Springfield. 


With the modern mortar provided 
with a . rifled chamber and breech- 
loading apparatus the ordnance ex­ 
perts claim that they can plump a shot 
into any ordinary sized rifle pit and 
knook the top off any house at which 
it is aimed within the radius of its 
action. 
Although the projectile goes 
high in the air and then take« a plung­ 
ing course,the range can be accurately 
reached by reducing or increasing the 
powder charge. 
The explosion of a 
7-inch shell in a rifle pit should kill 
or severely injure every man in it,and 
if one fell behind an intrenchment 
where men were assembled thickly 
it would have tho power to wipe out 
practically half a company. 


Mortars, howitzers and field guns 
were the heavy ordnance used by the 
army in front of Santiago, but for 
shelling a city no pie.ee was believed 
by the officers to be better adapted for 
effective work than the mortars. 
Two 
kinds are used in the army, the heavier 
being the 7-inch and the other the 
3.0-inch. 
The heavy mortar has a 
weight of 1715 pounds and a total 
length of only 58 inches, the length 
of the bore being seven calibres. 
A 
projectile weighing 120 pounds is used 
for tho important work of clearing 
rifle pits, and can be sent accurately 
to a distance of considerably more 
than three miles, and dropped within 
a space 100 by 12 feet three times out 
of five. 
To send this shell through 
the air only five and one-half pounds 
of powder is required, which develops 
an initial velocity for the projectile of 
about fi50 feet a second. The pressure 
exerted is 18,000 pounds to the square 
inch, which seems high for so small a 
chaige, and tho range of the mortar is 
placed at 4840 yards, or nearly three 
miles. 
The fighting range which 
will bo generally employed, however, 
is not expected to exceed two miles. 
In tho operations before Santiago it 
was less, 
although 
when General 
Shaftor determined to bombard the 
city if Toral failed to comply to his 
demand for surrender, 
the mortar 
batteries were not less than two miles 
from the centre of the towfn and were 
to be fired at that distance. 
Inside 
tho 
7-inch mortar shell is 12 1-2 
pounds of powder whose explosion 
throws hundreds of small pieces of 
the shell in every direct ion', 
A fuse 
ignites the powder as the shell strikes 
tho ground, 
and if tho explosion is 
instant the destruction in its imme­ 
diate 
vicinity should 
be terrific. 
Should the shell, however, 
hit soft 
earth and bury itself before exploding 
its effectiveness is practically lost. 
The experience in firing mortars at 
Santiago showed that this occurred 
frequently, 


These mortars are adapted to fire 
tl>e pro ectiles of the 7-inch howitr/ ‘*r 
as well as the slvells. 
Besides the 
ordinary shell the mortar is intended 
to fire as well a steel shell of 150 
pounds weight and approximately of 
five calibre length, charged with high 
explosive for great destructive effect. 
Thir piece supplies the heaviest calibre 
that the army regards as necessary for 
field purposes aud is iutended for just 
such purposes as those to which it was 
p ut at Santiago. 


The 3,6-inch mortar is fired from a 
solidly constructed platform weighing 
200 pounds. 
The platform is held in 
position by s ta k e s , the recoil beiug 
taken up and kept within limits by 
ropes ma-le fast to an anchor stake. 
The range of this mortar varies from 
300 yards to 3300, and its fire is just 
M accurate as that of the larger piece. 


and cheap clothing. Though ho could 
have made himself rich in a short 
time by selling liquor and tobacco, his 
conscience would not allow him to 
keep either.

In the summer of 1804 Hannibal 
Hamlin of Bangor, who was then vice 
president, went up there to enjoy a 
week’s fishing in Squaw Pan lake and 
called at Dudley’s store to purchase 
the needful supplies for his outing. 
While waiting for his goods to be put 
up, Mr, Hamlin lighted a cigar and 
walked up and down the floor. 
Dud­ 
ley, who was in the back store, de­ 
tected the odor of tobacco and came 
out in a towering rage. 


“ Mr. Hamlin, ” said he, “ get out of 
my store at once. 
Nobody is allowed 
to smoke here. 
If President Lincoln 
or Queen Victoria should come into 
my store smoking I ’d drive them out 
the same way I do you. 
Go now, and 
never darken my doors again with tho 
smell of tobacco about y o u , ” 


Mr. Hamlin threw7 aw'ay his cigar 
and apologized. 
After that he told 
the story to his acquaintances as a 
good joke on himself, and before any­ 
body in Presque Isle was aware of this 
fact old man Dudley was famous. The 
Prohibitionists took him up and petted 
him and nominated him fur Congress, 
Meantime the anglers of New England, 
believing that Mr. Hamlin knew all the 
places where fish would bite, flocked to 
to Presque Isle by the stageload, and 
every one of them fitted out at Dud­ 
ley’s store. 
When Dudley died in 
1880 lie was the best known man in 
Aroostook county and 
was 
worth 
nearly $100,000. 


T ho F o u n d e r of San J u a n . 


Mr. Frederick A. Ober contributed 
to tho Century an article on “ The Is­ 
land of Porto Rico.” 
After telling of 
the founding of the city of San Juan 
by Ponco de Leon, Mr. Ober says: 


San Juan, the city founded in 1511 
on the north coast, soon became a 
place of importance, aud not long after 
settling here Juan of the Lion H eart 
built himself a castle on tho promon­ 
tory above the harbor’s mouth, and 
there he planned the voyage through 
the Bahamas which resulted in the 
discovery of Florida in 1513.

his search for the fabled Fountain of 
Youth was not so fortunate; and so in 
1521, being stirred by the news from 
Cortez in Mexico* he set forth again, 
again, this time to be wounded by an 
Indian arrow’, to die in Cuba, and to 
be brought back to San Juan, where 
his ashes still repose, in a leaden case 
beneath tho altar of tho Dominican 
ohurch. 


From his castle, known as “ Casa 
Blanca,” the view he often gazed 
upon is still outspread through screens 
of palms above the crenelated wall 
around his garden, across the land­ 
locked bay which, so many times since 
De Leon’s death, has been tho scene 
of naval demonstrations.

He left Key West aboard the Niagara 
July 22nd and sailed to Guantanamo Bay, 
from there to Ponce, Porto Rico, then 
back to Guantanamo; from there to 
Ponce again, where they remained one 
wreek. They then convoyed the colliers 
Sterling and Saturn to Guantanamo, 
where they stayed a few days, after 
which they towed the Sterling and Sa­ 
turn to Capes Charles and Henry. From 
the Capes the Niagara proceeded to Tom- 
kinsville, N. Y., and from there to the 
Brooklin Navy Yard, where she is now 
undergoing repairs. The Dr. has sailed 
over 5,000 miles during a voyage of six 
weeks 


He is very enthusiastic over naval mat­ 
ters, and with the exception of being 
separated from his family, is very mucn 
pleased 
with the service. His many 
friends in this place are pleased to see 
him on our streets once again.

The United States have not been 


long in the conquering business, but 
they have an excellent record. Amer- 
ican victories in Mexico at once sug- 
gest themselves, but Mexico was not 
the first of American conquests, and 
the marines who fought so well at 
Guantanamo have a record of oouragt* 
far outdating the Mexican war. 


The first place over the water above 


which the American flag was hoisted 
iu conquest was the Tripolitan town 
of Derue, the name of which is in- 
scribed to this day on the rolls of the 
marine corps. Tho story of the cap- 
ture of that town is revived every 
now and then aud it is especially 
worth retelling now, observes the New 
York Sun. In 1797 President Wash- 
ington sent as consul to Tunis one 
\\ illiarn Eaton, a sergeant of the Kev- 
olntiouary army aud a graduate of 
Dartmouth, who is said to have saved 
Washington's life on one occasion. 
Eaton had served in the New Hamp- 
shire legislature and was a man of 
ability and energy. 
He served nearly 


six years as consul at Tunis. 
He was 


more than consul in reality; he was 
the American diplomatic agent, and in 
that capacity, by his boldness and 
acuteiiess, secured for American ves- 
sels immunity from the attacks of the

Pygmy Locomotive of Miniature Railroad 


to Bs Operated at Omaha Kxposition. 
What is claimed to be the smallest 


locomotive ever made for drawin« 
passengers has been made for the 
Miniature 
Eailroad 
company 
by 


Thomas E. McGarigle of Niagara 
Falls. This steam railroad is to be op- 
erated at the Trans-Mississippi expo- 
sition iu Omaha, Neb., and. in all, six 
locomotives nre to be built for the 
company under the present contract. 
The space at Omaha is located on the 
main thorongfare, occupving- about 
1100 feet. 


The height of the locomotive from 


the top of the stack to the rail is 25 
inches,and the gauge is 12 1-2 inches. 
The cylinders are 2 by 4 inches. 
The 


boiler is 1 1-2 horse-power, made of 
steel and is tested to 300 pounds pres- 
sure, and will hold 24 gallons of 
water. It has 11 one-iuehiron tubes, 
each 2 feet long. 
It is equipped 


with two injectors and when in opera- 
tion carries 125 pounds of steam." The 
diameter of the driving wheel is 10 
inches. The forward truck has two 
wheels, which are 5 inches in diam- 
eter, and the tender attached has two 
pairs of trucks, the diameter of the 
wheels being 5 inches. The tank in 
the tender holds 30 gallons of water. 
The firebox is 10 by 10 inches. The 
weight of this little engine is abon) 
600 pounds, and it will run on a rail 
three-quarters of an inch square. 
Hard coal will be used as fuel. 
The 


capacity of the locomotive is ten cars, 
each containing two persons, or about 
4000 pounds. The 
locomotive is 


equipped with sandbox, bell, etc., and 
has a steam brake between the driv- 
ers. 
One man, whose position will be 


on a seat in the tender, operates the 
engine. 
The scale on which the loco- 


motive was built is about one-seventh 
that of one of the New York Central's 
largest engines, and as it stands in the 
shop it has a very business-like ap- 
pearance. The length of the locomo- 
tive from the point or pilot to end ol 
tender is 7 feet 3 inches. —Chicago 
Bail way Age.

in 1806" until April 27, on which day 
he and his army reached the city. 
There he was joined by a body of 
niarmes and_ sjiilors contributed by 
Coaiinodore Hull, who had come along 
in the Argns and Hornet. 


On the morning of April 27, 1805, 


then, the army of the banished sultan, 
consisting of a few hundred Americans 
and a few thousand Arabs, attacked 
the city_. 
They bombarded it with 


Commodore Hull's guns, and after an 
hour of work the "bloaied thing sur- 
rendered," as Jack Marliiispike is be- 
lieved to have said at the time. At 
all events, Commodore Hull raised the 
American flag over the city of Derne— 
the first time that it had ever floated 
over a captured town. As at Guan- 
tanamo, the marines distinguished 
themselves for bravery and all-around 
abilities. 


Eaton and Hull were congratulating 


themselves on their exploit, the former 
being especially pleased because the 
possession of Derne would help him 
in getting further concessions from 
either brother who happened to be sul- 
tan of Tripoli, when the news came 
that Lear, the consul, had effected a 
treaty with Jusuf Caramalli, by which 
peace was to be made at once, and the 
United States agreed to pay §6000 for 
certain American captives. Eaton was 
very angry. He had not been in the

and dodged with such ease that the 
swallow, despite ils utmost efforts, 
completely failed to overtake and cap- 
ture iJ.—San Francisco Argonant.

Tho Great Sargasso Sea. 


^ Sailors have always been supersti­ 
tious fellows. 
No wonder, then, that 
tho ignorant sailors of Columbus, anx­ 
ious for some cxcuse to turn back to 
Spain, believed the “sargasso sea”— 
that tangled mass of seaweeds in mid- 
Atlantic—was a trap set by Providence 
to catch them. Science to-day analyzes 
and explains all such natural phenom­ 
ena once deemed supernatural. What 
is it that causes that mysterious sar­ 
gasso sea? 


Simple enough. The rotation of tho 
earth, the rush of the tides, the steady 
winds unite to cause a vast surface 
current in tropical waters, moving at 
about ten miles an hour from east to 
west, known as the equatorial current. 
This, in the Atlantic Ocean, feeds the 
Gulf Stream, which then'is shifted by 
the contour of the North American 
continent out across the Atlantic to 
warm the outlying shores of Northern 
Europe and only spend itself away on 
the frozen borders of Franz Josef 
Land, 
What results? 
An eddy. Put 
a few bits of wood in a basin of water 
and stir the water till it acquires a 
circular motion. 
The bits of wood 
will all collect in the center of the 
whirling mass. 


So the Atlantic Ocean is one great 
eddy, and the sargasso sea is only the 
the center of it. A “marine meadow,” 
tho Spaniards first called this stagnant 
water. 
Later it came to be called the 
sargasso or sargassoa sea, from the 
Spanish word sargazo, meaning sea­ 
weed. 
Here the seaweed detached 
from the bottom of the ocean collects, 
buoyed up by peculiar little air-cells. 


Woe to the ship that wanders into 
the meshes of this great net, six times 
as big as all France. 
The same condi­ 
tions that produce the great sargasso 
sea of the Atlantic make similar eddy- 
spots in various regions of the Indian 
and Pacific Oceans, though much small­ 
er. 
The Chinese, always ready to 
utilize whatever is at hand, use the 
sargasum weed as a food, and as such 
it is both palatable and nutritious.— 
Pathfinder.

STRAWBERRY CULTURE. 


As to planting strawberries, about 
which we have many inquiries, there 
are several ways. 
Of course, tho 
ground must bo dug a good depth, and 
pulverized carefully, having applied a 
liberal quantity of barnyard manure. 
The beds can be marked out throe feet 
wide and made as long as may be de­ 
sired, 
Let the footpaths between the 
beds bo eighteen inches apart and re­ 
move from them all the runners as fast 
as they encroach. 
Set the plants firm­ 
ly but not too deeply in the ground, 
one foot apart each way, 
Get any of 
the following varieties: Captain Jack, 
Seth Boydon, the Great American, the 
Monarch of the West, or Triomphe de 
Gand, for private purposes. If a crop 
is wanted exclusively for marketing 
choose the Albany Seedling by all 
means. 
It will produce generally a 
greater quantity of fruit than any 
other and will bring in the most 
money. 
Strawberry beds 
can be 
planted out as early as tho ground can 
be ¿rot in suitable condition. 


Many persons prefer the hill system 
of planting out strawberries, and with 
some very strong growing varieties it 
is probably the bust. 
When this is 
adopted the plants should be set two 
feet apart each way. 
But from our 
own experience wo prefer the broad­ 
cast planting. 
It has several advan­ 
tages. 
The plants keep tho ground 
moister, it requires less Jabor to culti­ 
vate, and the beds last twice as long 
by producing new bearing plants every 
year. 
The disadvantage is, the weeds 
cannot be removed so easily. 
In the 
hills the old plants are fruited year 
after year, and as a consequence the 
berries yearly get smaller, 


One thing must be particularly 
borne in mind: 
The beds must be 
kept clear of weeds, 
Two weeks after 
the crop has been secured, say some 
time in July, mowoif the vines, not so 
closely as to injure the crown, and let 
them remain as a mulch. 
Late in the 
autumn the beds should be covered 
with straw or light manure! and in the 


THE ORCHARD, 


Many of the orchards of our coun­ 
try are shamefully neglectedg *and it 
would naturally appear from obviou 
inference, that tho farmer isunwillin 
to give his fruit trees even as littl 
care as is ordinarily expended upo 
crops of corn or potatoes. 
An estab 
lished orchard, consisting of standari 
market varieties of fruits, is ono o 
the best paying properties the farme 
can maintain. 
It should bo borne i 
mind, however, that something ca 
never come from nothing. 
Fruit can 
not bo produced, except the soil con 
tain tho proper materials for the form 
ation of the same. A continual takin 
away will surely tend to emptiness i 
the end; and that soil, that has pro 
duced many crops of apples or othe 
fruits, must soon become sterile an 
unproductive, unless a restoration o 
plant food is regularly made. 
Wh 
not feed the orchard every year 
well as market garden crops? 
As 
fertilizer for fruits, nothing surpasse 
a mixture of hard wood ashes am 
ground bone. 
This produces sound 
large, richly colored fruit of a fir 
texture, that brings the highest mar 
ket price. 
Let an annual applicatio 
of from one-half to a whole ton o 
ashes, and from two hundred to fiv 
hundred pounds of ground bone b 
made on each acre of orchard area. 


The winter season affords excellen 
opportunity to make this dressing, 
it may be broadcast on tho surface 
the snow, which will materially aid 
rendering it soluble and available 
plant food. 
If a tough old sod hi 
formed in the orchard, break it up bj 
plowing shallow furrows, or by scarf 
fying the surface with a sharp cutawi 
harrow. 
The idea is, of course, si: 
ply to loosen and mellow the surfa* 
soil without disturbing many roots 
the trees. 
Every orchardist needs 
give some attention to pruning. 
T! 
time for this work is during the ij 
fancy of the tree, when undesirabl 
and unnecessary shoots may be r< 
moved with thumb and finger. 
Afl 
a tree has attained maturity, itshoul 
not be required to sever any lari 
branches, but merely to cut out aj 
dead wood or shoots, that interlock 
render the head of the tree too deni 
and compact. 
It should be remei 
bered that a tree with a rather 1< 
head is much more handy for pickii 
apples from than a high, rangy growl 
—New York Observer,

In other words, 
during the present century English has 
not only risen from the fifth place to 
the first, but has gained enormously on 
the rest In relative magnitude, expand- 
ing from about 13 per cent, of the total 
to over 30 per cent.

Concurrent 
witn tn:s growtn of the language there 
has been an equal, If not greater, in- 
crease In knowledge.

FASTNET LIGHT. 


A Welcome Gleam to tho Rftat^Bonnd 
A tlantic Voyngcr. 


Tho first glimpse of Groat Britain that 
the American tourist gets on his Euro­ 
pean tour lg that of the Fastnet light­ 
house. 


It stands on a nigged and solitary 
rook, situated nine miles south of 
Orookhaveu, at the extreme southwest 
corner of Ireland, and is, perhaps, more 
storm-beaten than any other around 
our coast The rock is eighty feet in 
height, and the lighthouse towers an­ 
other seventy feet above, yet, in winter 
gales, the Atlantic billows literally bom- 
baivl the massive structure and have 
even smashed in a portion of the lan­ 
tern a t the summit of the erection, the 
seas frequently sweeping over the rock 
with tremendous force. 
Some two or 
three years ago the stormy weather then 
prevailing prevented all conrunication 
with the rock for many weeks, so that 
tho store of food was consumed, with 
the exception of some flour. At last a 
schooner managed to approach suf­ 
ficiently near to enable a small quan­ 
tity of food to be dragged through the 
sea by the hungry men, and, fortunate­ 
ly, the next day tlye ,%ea moderated, 
and tlio stores wcre^once more fully re­ 
plenished. 


Except In very calm weather, the 
Fastnet is surrounded by a fringe of 
foam, and the only means of landing 
is by the aid of a “jib” fifty-eight feet 
in length, so placed on the »rock that, 
in moderate weather, its end reaches 
outside tho surf. When a visitor wishes 
to land (an unusual occurrence) he is 
rowed in a small boat as near as the 
waves permit, and the lightkeepers 
throw out a small buoy, attached to a 
rope, which is secured by the man in 
the boat. The jib is then swung out, 
and the visitor, placing one foot in the 
loop and catching tight hold of the rope, 
is hoisted about forty feet vertically, 
and then the jib, being pivoted at its 
foot, swings him horizontally about 100 
feet on to a safe landing.—London 
Sketch. 


A V exed Q uestion. 


The great problem is how to train 
and keep the physical system at the 
top of its capacity for work and enjoy­ 
ment all tho time.

body to perfection? When we go back 
and study the old Greek and Roman 
models, our pride oozes out, and we are 
inclined to question whether we have 
not lost in one way quite as much as 
we have gained in another by this in­ 
tangible something we call civilization.

The first place over the water above 
which the American flag was hoisted 
in conquest was tho Tripolitan town 
of Derne, the name of which is in­ 
scribed to this day on the rolls of tho 
marine corps. 
Tho story of the cap­ 
ture of that town is revived every 
now and then and it is especially 
worth retelling now, observes the New 
York Sun. 
In 1797 President Wash­ 
ington sent as consul to Tunis ono 
\villiam Eaton, a sergeant of tho Rev­ 
olutionary army and a graduate of 
Dartmouth, who is said to have saved 
Washington’s lifo on one occasion. 
Eaton had served in tho Now Hamp­ 
shire legislature and was a man of 
ability and energy.

six years as consul at Tunis.

with the train and trying to get in at 
one of the windows, 
A swallow is

A naturalist tells of an 
exciting chase he saw between a swal­ 
low and a dragon-fly, which is among 
the swiftest of insects. 
The insect 
flew wit-h incredible speed, and wheeled 
and dodged with such ease that tL« 
swallow, despite its utmost efforts, 
completely failed to overtake and cap* 
ture it.—San Francisco Argonaut.

Ho had not been in the 
eonqueriug business for his health; 
and now, just as he was about to 
make a good thing for the country and 
himself out of what he had done, 
conies along an outsider and makes 
peace over his head before he had had 
time to do anything with the instru­ 
ment he had been so long getting. 
But it couldn’t be helped ; Tobias had 
the upper hand, the treaty was signed, 
and Uncle Sam had to haul down his 
flag and see Derne return to its i):re- 
vious condition of servitude. 


Mr. Eaton (he got tho title of gen­ 
eral because of lus exploits) returned 
to this country shortly after Lear had 
cut him out, and died on June 1, 3811 
without having forgiven Lear.

A Novel and Delicious Cako. 


I want to tell about a m ost delicious 
cake concoction I have lately encoun­ 
tered for the first time; it was a reve­ 
lation of what a cake can be, and 
good enough to venture giving for the 
benefit of those who have not m et 
with it as yet. 
I t is ju st the right 
thing for serving at this season at a 
luncheon or a high tea, or as an ac­ 
companiment to iced tea or coffee, or, 
in fact, wherever cake would be grate­ 
ful.

The first requisite is a rin g cake- 
mould like a ring jelly-mould, but the 
centre hole m ust not be too large and 
the tin m ust be rather deep so that 
the cake will stand high on the plate 
on which it is served.

good, rich chocolate cake receipt— we 
all have our particular favorites, and 
they are all alike in general principles, 
consisting of a good sponge-cake m ix­ 
ture, with melted chocolate added 
towards the end of the stirring to give 
the necessary flavor and richness. 
When the cake is baked it is turned 
out as soon as possible on to a platter 
or plate on which it is served, and 
then covered with a rich chocolate 
icing, the soft kind which penetrates 
into the cake as well as covering the 
outside. 
And then comes the finish­ 
ing touch that gives this especial deli­ 
cacy its character, which is whipped 
cream th at fills the whole inside of the 
ring of cake.

to make and prepare, the combination 
of the hot rich chocolate cake and the 
whipped cream is really ideal, and I 
most certainly advise any one who has 
not tasted it already to try it.

Globe-Democrat, that the English lan­ 
guage has been growing at a remark* 
able rate during this century, and that 
it has been spreading over tbe whole 
globe.

French was spoken by 31,000,000 peo­ 
ple, German by 30,000,000, Russian by

000,000. 
To-day English is the lan­ 
guage of 130,000,000, French of 45,000,- 
000, German of 70,000,000, Russian of 
75.000.000, Spanish of 35,000,000, and 
Italian of 35,000,000. 
In other words, 
during the present century English has 
not only risen from the fifth place to 
the firBt, but has gained enormously on 
the rest in relative magnitude, expand­ 
ing from about 13 per cent, of the total 
to over 30 per cent. With this increase 
of the English speaking people the lan- 
cuage itself has keDt Dace. Concurrent 
witn tnis growth of the language there 
has been an equal, if not greater, in­ 
crease in knowledge. 
Three hundred 
years ago one man could know all there 
was to be known. To-day one man can 
know thoroughly only one small branch 
of one science. This increase of knowl­ 
edge has been most rapid during the 
last part of the present century. More 
than any other cause, the progress of

Invention 
and

ha? 
brought about an gnormous extension 
of the language. Thousands of techni­ 
cal words and expressions now In com­ 
mon use would never have been coined 
but for the innumerable parts of the 
never ending list of new Inventions Id 
mechanics and discoveries in science 
in no better way can this rapid increase. 
In knowledge, and thereby in the num 
ber of words used, be realized than b?

After having been stabbed the empress 
arose and walked on board the steamei-, 
where she fell, fainting. 
The captain 
did not wish to put off from the quay, 
but did so at the request of the em- 
press and her suite, there being no ap- 
prehension, that she was seriously hurt. 
The steamer was turned back before 
reaching the open lake, and the em- 
press, unconscious, was carried to the 
hotel 
on a stretcher. 
Doctors 
and 
jiriests were Immediately 
summoned, 
and a telegram was sent to Emperor 
Francis Joseph, 
Efforts to revive her 
majesty were unavailing, and she ex- 
pired at 3 o'clock. 


After striking the blow the assassin 
ran along the Uue des Alpes, with the 
evident 
intention 
of 
entering 
the 
Square des Alpes, but before reaching 
it he was seized by two cabmen who 
had witnessed the crime. They handed 
him over to a boa'man and a gendai'ine, 
who conveyed him to the police sta- 
tion. The prisoner made no resistance. 
He even sang as lie walked along, say- 
ing: 
''I did it," and "She must be 
dead." 
At the police station he de- 
clared that he was a "starving 
an- 
archist, with no hatred for the poor, 
but only for 
the rich." 
Throughout 
the examination of the assassin his de- 
meano.r was one o.f revolting- cynicism. 
He frankly congratulated himself upon 
the sucqesB of his crime, 
li^ said: 
"I 
am an anarcjilst, but 1 beiong to no. 
committee. 
I acte.d on my -own Initla-.- 
tlve. 
I^et them do as the/ like with 
mo. That Is my strength.'* 
He added 
that he regretted Diat ih^r death pen-> 
alty does not exist in the »;anton whertjf. 
the tragedi^ occurred. 


In prison he has boasted of his cringe,¿i. 
and he has addressed a letter to a 
Milan newspaper exijrtif.sing a fe«.r lest 
lie be mistaken by J-'rufe.'csor Caesar- 
Lombroso for a degenex'ale. 
Dilating 
in this communication upon the obfr, 
jects of miiltiiiit anarchism he wrote; 


"Above all it is the great, who niuii,t 
be struck. 
Not only sovereigns and 
their ministers will be reached by tiiAJ 
comrades, buX all who mu^e men miSr 
eraole on ea^ih." 


He says jiq was 
not 
impelled 'by 
misery to klU the empress,, as sucli^a 
course v/ouid have been kliotio, but 
he commitjed the deed "in order that 
such crimes, folJowJng one upon an- 
other, might cause all who impoverish 
the populace to tremble and shiver." 
The document concludes;. 
"I a ^

anarchist by convitaion."

As yet the authorities have found no 
lonilrmation that the murder was part 
of an anarchist conspiracy, but a dozen 
persons with wh(mi the a.^^sassin as- 
sociated have been arrested for ex- 
amination. 


Empress Elizabeth was about return- 
ing to Caux, France, -when she was 
murdered. 
Her suite had 
proceeded 
her by train. leaving with her only her 
maid of honor. Countess Szapary, and 
a man servant. 


The emperor's fortitude is the topic 
of univc-i'sal admiration. He is bearing 
up manfully despite the fearful shock, 
which, in view of his age, had inspired 
the gravept apprehension. Although at 
first 
stunned and slightly 
hysterical, 
he soon regained his self control, and 
cisplnyed 
remarkable calmness.

Havana. Sept, 14.—The presence of 
Robert P. Porter, who is in Havana on 
a special mission 
from 
the 
United 
States government to study the 
finan- 
cial and economiv aspects of the situa- 
tion, is regarded 
with suspicion 
by 
the party of free Cubi. as indicating 
the establishment of an American pol- 
icy of guardianship. 
Mr. Porter is 
preparing a revision of the Cuban tar- 
iff. which will probably be protective 
of Cuban industrials, and is acquainting 
himself with every detail of local tax- 
ation, 
In this work he is assisted by 
a capable staff. 
For the present his 
efforts are only preliminary, as. until 
after the definite settlement of peace, 
it will be impossible-to establish tlie 
new regime. 


Cut his efforts and inquiries, taken 
together with the announcement 
that 
American ti't)ops will be sent later to 
occupy the city—which had 
hitherto 
been doubted by many—have had the 
effect of provolting protests from the 
more rabid Cubans, who are holding 
meetings 
and 
adopting 
resolutions 
against ^'encroachment upon our rights 
as citizens of the free and independent 
republic of Cuba by the establishment 
of an American protectorate." 


These 
two 
problem.s—independence 
and annexation—are the chief 
topics 
discupsed, and the idea of an American 
protectorate, with military occupation, 
is 
nowhere 
favorably 
considered. 
Everywhere it Is recognized that the 
choice Is between Independence and arr- 
nexation. 


Several well known Cubans arrived 
here on Saturday by the Mascotte, os- 
tensibly as delegates commissioned by 
the Cuban junta to facilitate the work 
of disbanding the Cuban troops. 
There 
is reliable authority, however, for thr; 
statement that they are really com- 
missioned 'to agitate the question of 
Cuban independence. On Sunday night 
they were present at a meeting held 
at the residence of one of the most 
aristocratic families of Havana, 
and 
the question of independence was then 
discussed at length. 


Next month at the headquarters of the 
so-called Cuban republican government 
at Cubitas, province of Puerto Prin- 
cipe, representatives of the different 
corps of the Cuban army will proceed 
to a presidential election and a definite 
constitution of the government. 


Each army corps will send eight del- 
egates, making a total of 4S electors. 
There are two separate and 
distinct 
tendencies in 
the Cuban 
army, one 
strongly supporting the present gov- 
ernment and the other favoring Gen- 
eral Maximo Gomez. 


Already four presidential nomination 
tickets are in the field. In the first are 
the names of Bartolomo Masso 
for 
president and Mendez Capote for vice 
president; on the second, the names of 
Mendez Capote for the fiist place and 
Jose Miguel Gomez for the second; on 
the third are Jose Miguel Gomez and 
Pedro lietancourt, and on the fourth 
Calixto Garcia and Jose Miguel Gomez. 


Our Commî.sHionerii' Instructions, 
Washington, Sept. 14.- The cabinet, 
at its second session yesterday, contin- 
ued the discussion of the instructions 
to be given to the American members 
of the peace commission.

As 'SSemaua Santa," or Holy Week, 
had arrived, with the prospect of sev- 
eral holidays in succession, the Aiiglo- 
A-mericau residents of Manila had de- 
serted tho city. 
They went out to 
Ive in the siirroundiug country,partly 
or pleasure and partly because no ve- 
hicle would be allowed in the streets 
ñuring two days of the week, so that 
anyone remaining in town would be 
nrtually a prisoner in his house or at 
the club. 


Some of the migrants had gone up 
the Pasig river to tho lake at its 
source and some to explore the won- 
derful caves in tho great southern vol- 
canic range; but I, with half 
a dozen 
others, had chartered a big steam- 
launch, loaded her with a camping 
outfit and native servants and steamed 
across the bay and up the coast. 
We 
were going to the wild north country 
of Luzon in search of deer and wil¿ 
pig- 


"We landed with our paraphernalia 
on the beach at our destination; or- 
dered the launch to return on the fol- 
lowing Monday and began to shift for 
ourselves in a country as wild as it was 
when Magellan and Bilboa cruised 
among the islands. 
It swarmed with 
little Negritos, or aboriginal natives 
whom the Spanish conquerors have 
'vainly tried for three centuries to sub- 
due and civilize. 


These Negritos wander 
about the 
vast forests in small bands, sleeping 
one night under a few propped-up 
iboughs and the next, perhaps, among 
the limestone rocks and caves of the 
(Bhore. 
Their language 
consists of a 
few bird-like chirps and 
whistles. 
iTheir weapons are bows and arrows 
I and queer swords or knives, which 
they can wield with terrible effect. 


They are cowardly and treacherous 
to the last degree. 
We had been es- 
pecially warned against 
wandering 
singly in the jungle, for a solitary 
hunter would be apt to find himself 
Buddenly bristling with arrows, shot 
from behind every tree and 
rock 
around him. 
''This/' said the grave 
[old half-breed huntsman, who had 
given us these particulars, "would be 
excessively 
disagreeable 
for 
your 
I graces"—and our graces agreed with 
the opinion. 


We accordingly 
took 
exceeding 
good care to keep together during the 
first two or three days, 
but as no 
•igns of blacks appeared we became 
less careful and occasionally made in- 
dividual expeditions along the shore 
or into the forest in quest of jungle- 
|fowl or other small game. 


Now a species of huge lizard—tho 
iguana — inhabits the rocks of 
the 
islands., and I was very anxious to se- 
¡cure a specimen. 
So one afternoon I 
started off with a rifle to stroll along 
the shore toward a mass of 
jagged 
rocks where the beach ended. 
There 
a great bluff rose gradually from the 
woods, terminating in a mighty spur 
high in tho air and far out at 
sea, 


I soon discovered that I was accom- 
panied by Pete,a small fox-terrier, who 
belonged to one of the men and had 
been brought with us for some un- 
known reason, for so far he had boon 
nothing bettor than a general nuisance. 
However, 
as Pete and I were good 
friends, he trotted along beside me 
until we arrived at the rocks. 


I had little hope of finding an iguana 
there and was wondering whether it 
was worth while to go any further 
when Pete gave a yelp and dashed 
forward. 
In a moment more I saw a 
big Iguana flashing iu and out among 
the rocks like lightning, 
with 
Pete 
scrambling and dipping iu pursuit. 
As it was hopeless to try a shot while 
the lizard 
was dodging about 1 ran 
after Pete, shouting to him. 


But Pete,a perverse brute at all tiines, 
having now an exciting and unique ad- 
venture in prospect, scrambled obsti- 
nately on, 
until he and the iguana 
Oüth disappeared 
in the low bushes 
and grass that covered the base or tho 
diir. 


Having fought my way 
through 
these, with wrath in niy heart 
against 
the doíí, I emerged beyundand siiw the 
great lizard gliding up the side of the 
bluff on a zigzag 
probably made 


by tho hliV'Ai men, 
P«te, a very bad 
betiond, wiia pluckily toiling after the 
same. 


I fired a despairing shot and missed, 
but the bullet mubt have '*gipped" 
pretty close to Pete's 
head. 
He 
»topped—probably glad of au excuae 
to do so—looked back inquiringly aud 
then obligingly waited for me to come 
up, while the iguana vanished aloft. 
1 felt angry enough to have wruns the 


dog's neck, but restrained myself and 
after administering a cuff or two told 
him emphatically to go home. 


He only went back a few stops, then 
sat down defiantly and cocked one ear 
at me in a derisive and exasperating 
manner. 
When I went on again he 
came gaily trotting after, ready to 
dash 2)ast me should more iguanas 
heave in sight. 
Then I threw a stick 
at him, which he prcffnptly chased, 
cni^turcd and brought back to me. 


Finally I made a leash of my neck- 
tie and handkerchief 
and thus re- 
strained his ardor while I climbed up 
the rough and steep path. 
I was de- 
termined to get the iguana if possible. 


We wound our way among big rocks 
and clumps of bushes and at last 
reached the top, a few yards from the 
great spur. 
Here the bluff was some 
twel ve 
yards across. 
As it sloped 
gradually back toward the mainland 
it grew wider and was covered only 
with stiff, dry grass, till its base Avas 
lost in the forest. 


The iguana had made good use of 
his time and was not in sight, so I 
sat down on the summit to cool off' 
and relieved my feelings by inventing 
approriate phrases and applying them 
to Pete. 
Then I glanced around at 
the view, which was superb, with the 
sun setting 
in indescribable 
glory 
over the calm China sea. 


In the glow I 
could see a steamer, 
which I knew must be the mail-steamer 
from Hongkong, 
probably bringing 
me letters and Easter remembrances 
from friends in far-away America. 
Suddenly the dog jumped up and said 
•'Woof!" 
I muzzled him with one 
hand and reached for the rifle with 
the other, with visions of iguanas be- 
fore me, but none appeared. 
Pete 
wriggled himself loose and "woofed" 
again, cocking his ears toward the for- 
est at the base of the bluff. 
I turned 
my head and listened. 


Now I could faintly hear the thump- 
ing roll of galloping horses, mingled 
with the crashing of breaking 
bush. 
As I stood up aud stared a pony ap- 
jDeared, bursting out of the 
jungle, 
followed by another and still another. 
Almost before I realized what they 
were, full 20 of them had come tearing 
out of the woods and were charging 
up the slope toward me. 


In the forest wander hordes of these 
native ponies, discarded as old or use- 
less by their owners, who, as a rule, 
are too indolent 
to dispose of 
them 
otherwise. 
We had 
encountered 
th-m while hunting, but 
I had never 
seen so many together and was won- 
dering what could have caused such a 
stampede when, just as the last one 
appeared,! saw a small,black,monkey- 
like creature dash out after him, fol- 
lowed by a score of others,driving the 
terrified animals up the hill with shrill 
whistles and shrieks, 


"Negritos!" I thought, 
remember- 
ing what we had been told about their 
sometimes driving a crowd of 
these 
wandering ponies over some precipice 
to be killed on the rocks below and 
thus afford their pursuers an unctuous 
feast of horse-flesh for many days. 
This was evidently what the black men 
were doing now. 


I saw that the ponies would quickly 
arrive at the top and carry me over 
with them if something was not done 
promptly; so I seized Pete by the 
scruff of his neck and ran for tho head 
of tho side path by which I had 
come 
up; but I was just too late; the fren- 
zied mob of scarecrows was almost 
upon me before I could get there. 


In desperation 
I waved the rifle 
aloft with one hand 
and poor Pete 
with the other, mingling a wild shout 
with Pete's expostulating yells. 
So 
strange an apparition, combinetl with 
the sounds fi o.n the dog,had the effect 
of cansingmany of the drove of ironies 
to swcr\e past me, aud I heard them 
go slidiut*a 11 crashing down the othei* 
hide of the bluff, while otheis turned 
sharply and ran down the jjath. 
One 
of these, however, lost his footing in 
turnii^g so suddenly aud fell head- 
long. 


He rolled over so quickly that I had 
no time to get out of the way, and he 
«truck ane squarely on the ankles. 
Pete 
flew 
one way and the 
rifle 
another as I pitched forward on top 
of th^ kicking brute. 
Wo fell just at 
tho head of the path,blocking the way 
for the last three or four ponies, who 
halted trembling and snorting. 


As I scratubled up 
I caught a 
Cflimpse of tue Negritos, 
who 
had 
slopped at the sight of me and were 
gazing in amazement, calling to each 
other 
with 
short, 
sharp 
whistles, 


Their great heads,covered with ma^Pes 
of frizzly hair, out of all proportion 
to their dwarfed, naked bodies, gave 
them a most uncanny aspect, 
like a 
crowd of gnomes, 
I felt as if I were 
the hero of some fairy tale in 
the 
power of goblins, and for au instant I 
experienced the same horrid, creeping 
sensation 
that one feels at the first 
shudder of an earthquake. 


Every moment I expected n cloud of 
arrows to come whizzing about me, 
and I remember wondering 
whether 
they would be bavbed or smooth; but 
the fierce little black men seemed toe 
asi^^onished to do anything but stand 
like statues and v/histlc. 
Yet it was 
certain that they would soon let fly 
their deadly arrows. By some instinct 
I grasped the pony's short,rough mane 
as he struggled to his feet and fol- 
lowed alongside the animal as he 
headed down tho path, keeping his 
shoulders and forelegs between my- 
^ self and the blacks. 
Pete had picked 
himself up and wa« close at my heels. 


As we disappeared a perfect storm 
of whistles jiierced the air. 
The 
2)onies behind, frightened afresh, came 
crowding against my protector, who 
lashed out viciously and started to 
run down the narrow 
Seeing 


there was danger of being croAvded 
over the edge, I swung on his back, 
holding tight to his mane, and let 'him 
take his own course. 


Fortunately for me the little beast, 
although abnormal y bony and mangy 
in a232^earance, had retained 
his eye- 
sight and the wonderful sure-footed- 
ness that all Philippine ponies i^os- 
sess. 
He was evidently accustomed 
to a rider, for he picked his way down 
the rough i^assage at a sliding sort of 
trot, closely followed by the 
other 
25onies and Pete, who must have been 
having a 2:)recariou3 time of it among 
equine legs and hoofs. 


Far ahead I could hear the clatter- 
ing of the iDonies that had gone down 
first, while over all else were the weird 
squeaks and 25ipi^o of the 
savages.

Wild was their amazement to see me 
tearing along the beach with ten-foot 
strides, hanging on to the mane of a 
bony and terrified horse, followed by 
several more *'caballos" equally spec- 
tral in appearance. 
The villainous 
fox-terrier scudded along in rear of 
the procession, telling everybody what 
jolly fun he had been having. 
I let 
go the i3ony and tumbled into the 
crowd, answering their frantic de- 
mands for an ex2ilanation by pointing 
to the bluff aud gasjDing ''Negritos!" 


The boys jumped for their guns, but 
there was no need of warlike 2Jrepara- 
tion, for the savages had stopped just 
outside of the bushes on seeing the 
group. 
After gazing a moment they 
turned and disa2Jpeared one by one, 
while the last of the ponies 25ltingei] 
into the woods at the other end of the 
beach and was lost to sight. 


All that night we heard the little 
black men signaling to each other 
around the camp, but 
sav/ them no 
more. 
The next day we climbed the 
bluff in a body and found my rifle safe 
and sound. 


On the way back, 
by great 
good 
luck, I shot an iguana four feet long, 
which I had stuffed in Monila and af- 
terward sent home by a sailing vessel. 
Its delivery, some four months later, 
by a horrified expressman at my fam- 
ily's home in a 23eaceful Boston sub- 
urb created a scene of consternation 
fully juHtiiied by its appearance.— 
Charles B. Hov/ard, in 
Youth's Gom^ 
panion.

It 
AvouUl seem, despite the com- 
plaints 
made concerning the treat- 
ment of some of the prisoners of war 
captured on the prize ships early in 
the present conflict, that the govern- " 
meut is doing fully as much, ^ if 
not 
more, than the usage of civilized na- 
tions demands in this connection. The 
practice of nations does not contem- 
plate luxurious appointments and fare 
for an enemy's forces that may bo 
captured, 
"When one recalls 
that, 
even under the rules of modern war, 
the entire people of a vanquished 
town, Stat« or nation are still con- 
sidered the absolute i)r.operty of the 
victor, anything short of dtath would 
seem to be a concession to humanitar- 
ian instincts. 


As a matter of fact» however, this 
sweeping conception of the rights of 
the victor has not been insisted upon 
in recent wars. 
Levying contribu- 
tions of money, provisions and the 
like marks the limib of a \actor's in- 
sistence on his authority over the con- 
quered. 


All such, however, are not strictly 
prisoners of war, and are not gener- 
ally so treated unless they have joined 
in the insurrection in a partly con- 
quered 
territory. 
Yet jirisoners of 
war are not confined strictly to com- 
batants. 
Correspondents, 
sutlers, 
eontractors and the scores of 
others 
that make up the train in the wake of 
every army, may also be detained as 
prisoners of war if desired by the vic- 
tors. 


Under the rules obsea'ved in 
the 
American service, however, chaplains, 
members of the enemy's medical staff, 
hospital nurses anil servants are not 
held 
as prisoners of war unless for 
some special reason 
the commander 
may deem it necessary. 


All valuables, such as money, jew- 
els, extra clothing and the like are 
considered under the American prac- 
tice the private property of the indi- 
vidual and are respected 
as such. 
Yet, in apparent contradiction of this 
rule, the writers on this subject state 
that if any great sums were found on 
a prisoner the surijlus above what was 
necessary for his maintenance would 
be turned 
over to the government. 
Any considerable 
sum 
distributed 
among the members of a prisoner's 
train in the hope 
of secreting 
it 
would be liable to confiscation. 


The generally accepted rules gov- 
erning the treatment of prisoners of 
Avar prescribe that they shall be sub- 
ject only to such confinement as is 
deemed nccessaiy 
to safety. 
They 
cannot be put at any penal labor, but 
Btill may be compelled to Avork for 
their captors according to their rela- 
tive rank and condition. 
Their fare 
meanwhile is expected to bo plain but 
wholesome. 


In case prisoners of war are caught 
in the act of escaping they may bo 
shot. But neither death nor any other 
punishment can afterwards be inflict- 
ed upon them because of such attempt 
to regain their liberty. 


Any general plot, howevei', looking 
to bringing about a rebellion or a gen- 
oral escape of prisoners may be most 
rigorously punished, even to the point 
of death. 


If a person who has given no pledge 
escapes and is captured fi^Miting with 
the enemy, he can still be treated only 
as a simple prisoner of war. 


Among the amenities of the gentle 
art of treating prisoners is the prac- 
tice of allowing an enemy to retain 
his side arms. Such an act simply in- 
dicates an appreciation of the bravery 
or other meritorious qnaliiiea of an 
enemy and is purely a mere formality 
as the hospitable Spaniard's stoc^k an- 
nouncement that his house is yours, 
The prisoner retaining his side arms 
is not permitted to wear them as long 
as he is in captivity. 


Paroles are another form that the 
amenities are permitted 
to take. 
A 
parole, which 'simply amounts to giv- 
ing a prisoner certain liberties on con- 
dition that he does not take up arms 
agaiDst the power granting the lib- 
erty, may take various forms. 
It 
may simply give the prisoner liberty 
within 
certain 
limits, while ou 
the 
other hand it may even permit him 
to return to his own country. 
Under 
the latter condition the person paroled 
is hardly restricted at all. 
He could 
even bear arms, so long as he was not 
arrayed against the government grant- 
ing the parole, 


Although the person paroled is on 
his honor only, a violation of the con- 
ditions 
of a parole is considered so 
infamous that such things are rare in- 
deed. 
Severe and summary punish- 
ment would nevertheless be permissi- 
blv under the rules of war if a paroled 
prisoner were captured again lighting 
against the power he had promised 
for the time being not to bear arms 
against. 


From the foregoing it would seem 
that at the worst the treatment that 
the United States is giving its prison- 
ers of war is at least fully up to the 
requirements of civilized nations. 


"With Cervera'fl sailors housed and 
fed and otherwise cared for at Port»- 
mouth, they would u ^ m to b« better 


olT than the American troops who aro 
still facing yellow fever and 
mauser 
bullets and the task of establishing a 
Cuban republic. 


Add to this the fact that the gov- 
ernment is gratuitously answering the 
inquiries of relatives in Spain con- 
cerning the safety of all captured and 
that Cervera and the oiTicers under 
him were taken to Annapolis, and it 
would seem that the United States is 
doing as much 
toward making its 
prisoners of war comfortable as the 
rules of war contemplate,

Sent Out to Make a Treaty, With tlio Cho- 
ru« of » Hymn for rt Vocabiilarv. 


Just atpresent the men most talked 
about in Cincinnati arc the officers of 
the Sixth infantry who went down 
before the awful rain of Spanish bul- 
lets at Santiago, and to many of their 
friends who wore accustomed to meet 
them at the Gibson House, which was 
the headquarters of the oilicers, it 
seems hard to realize that several of 
the best ones are dead. 
Lieutenant 
Ord's death has occasioned i^articular 
regret. 
He Avaa the son of 
General 
Ord of the regular 
army and wished 
to adopt the profession of arms, 
but 
was unable to get an 
a])poiutment to 
West Point. 
He enlisted in the ranks 
and won his commission in that way. 
As a calvaryman he had a great many 
adventures, 
serving in a number of 
Indian campaigns. 


It was when he was a sergeant and 
was with General 
Miles in the cam- 
paign against Geronimo that he was 
detailed to carry despatches from Miles 
to one of the officers commanding a 
body of troojDS that had been stationed 
miles away to head off the Indians' 
retreat. 
The assignment 
meant that 
he must ride miles and miles across 
the desert and run a chance of being 
caught by Apaches, 
but he seemed 
delighted when he was selected. 
Just 
as sundown 
came he mounted his 
horse and started 
on his dangerous 
mission. 
On, on, 
on he rode until 
midnight over the seemingly endless, 
arid track. 
Suddenly he heard what 
he thought waa a human voice; 
then 
ho thought it was only the crunching 
of the sand as his horse's hoofs sank 
into it. 
Then he rode on a little fur- 
ther, and still he thought he 
could 
hoar the voice. 
Stopping his horse, 
he dismounted and listened. 


Sure enough it was a voice. Taking 
off the blue llannel army shirt that he 
•wore he tore it into strips, with which 
he wrapped the hoofs of bis horse in 
order that the sand would not crunch 
when the animal walked and 
started 
cautiuuslv toward 
the 
sound, which 
Avas barely audible and nearly a mile 
away. 
Leading his horse and M'ith 
his carbine ready for instant action, 
he started 
ahead, 
and 
as he came 
nea^'er he could understand 
that the 
owner 
of 
the 
voice 
was singing. 
Working -nearer and 
nearer he Avas 
able to distinguish the words, and fancy 
his surprise when his ear caught the 
words of *'0b, 
how I love Jesus." 
Out in the middle of the desert, miles 
and miles from any white man, the 
words of the song floated to him clear 
and strong. 
At first he thought that 
he had the fever that 
comes to men 
when they ride too far without rest 
over the sand, but there could be no 
mistaking the song; it was no delusion; 
it was real. 
Ord at once suspected 
some Apache ruso and, 
hobbling his 
horse, 
started to cr.-Avl toward the 
spot where the 
song 
came 
from. 
Throwing himself flat ou his stomach 
he worked his way along behind cac- 
tus and other 
bnsiies until 
he was 
within a short distance of the 
spot. 
All that he sang were the few words 
of the chorus, *\)h,how I love Jesus," 
continually repeating them. 


After crawling for more than an 
hour Ord came to where he could see 
that tke singer was an Apache, sitting 
in the miildle of some cactus bushes. 
For a long time Ord watcheil him, and 
all the time the Indian kept repeating 
at the top of liis voice, **0h, 
how I 
love Jesus/' Finally when ho became 
satisiied that the Indian was alone 
Ord covered him with his carbine and 
ruslied at him, ordering him to 
eur- 
reniler. 
The Ai^aclie threw 
up both 
hands and made the sign of 
peace, 
continuing to sing "Oh, 
how I lov« 
Jesus," 


The lieutenant took the Indian back 
to General Miles' ca.np, where it was 
learned through the interpreter that 
he had been 
sent out by one of 
the 
Apache chiefs to say that the Indians 
were ready to treat for peace. 
He 
•was the only In lian in the party who 
could spealc a word of English, and 
all that he could say was ''Oh, how I 
love Jesus," 
hich he had learned 
from a missionary, Hence he waA sent 
out to meet the white men and sitting 
himself in the desert 
growled 
forth 
the few wordshd knew until Ord came 
along,

riiov Aro Llttlo CompftrocI With 
Naval 
(iuu«»Havo Accuviiry of Tlrn nutl Aro 
Destructivo In Kfr€»ot—IMayocl an linpor- 
tttiit Vnvt in ForclnK Toral to Surroiulor. 
There is no more important piece of 
ordnauca used in our war operations 
than 
the little rifled mortars 
that 
threAV explosives, shells, and heavy 
9teel projectiles with destructive effect 
against the 
Spanish 
iutrenchments 
and rifle pits between the American 
lines and Santiago, The fleld mortars 
are believed 
by the army men 
in 
Washington to have played an impor- 
tant part in compelling the surrender 
of the Spanish troops and to have 
assisted in the 
capturo of 
strategic 
points which otherwise might not have 
been taken without severe loss to the 
invading soldiers. 


These little mortars have not been 
generally adopted in armies, except I 
in this country, and never had an 
actual trial against 
the enemy uutil 
the rerent fight between vShaftcr's men 
and those of General Toral. 
They 
are light, can bo readily transported 
with an advancing body of men, are 
quick of lire, and are almost as accurate 
as the rifled field piece. 
Although the 
shot iired by them 
describes 
a tra- 
jectory that takes it soaring hundreds 
of feet up in the air, 
the accuracy of 
fire ia so great that an exploding shell 
can be dropped two miles away with- 
in a space no larger than a good-sized 
ballroom. 


When 
compared 
with 
the 
old 
smooth-bore muzzle loaders of the 
civil war period, 
which shot far but 
with no certainty as to where the shell 
would fall, the new mortars like those 
at Santiago are as great an improve- 
ment as the modern small arm is over 
the old Springfield. 


With the modern mortar ¡jrovided 
with ft. rifled chamber 
and breech- 
loading apparatus 
the ordnance ex- 
perts claim that they can plump a shot 
into any ordinary sized rifle pit and 
knock the top off any house at which 
it is aimed 
within 
the radius of its 
action. 
Although the pro-ectile goes 
high in the air and then take« a plung- 
ing course, the range can be accurately 
reached by reducing or increasing the 
powder charge. 
The explosion of a 
7-inch shell in a rifle pit should kill 
or severely injure every man in it,and 
if one fell behind 
an intrenchment 
where men were assembled thickly 
it M-ould have the power to wipe out 
practically half a company. 


Mortars, howitzers and field guns 
were the heavy ordnance used by the 
army in front of Santiago, 
but for 
shelling a city no pi^.<3e was believed 
by the ofl3cers to be better adapted for 
eíFective work than the mortars. 
Two 
kinds are used in the army, the heavier 
being the 
7-inch and the other the 
3,6-inch. 
The heavy mortar has a 
weight of 1715 pounds and a total 
length of only 58 inches, the length 
of the bore l^ing seven calibres. 
A 
projectile weighing 120 pounds is used 
for the important 
work 
of clearing 
rifle pits, and can be sent accurately 
to a distance of considerably 
more 
than three miles, and dropped within 
a space lüO by 12 feet three times out 
of 
five. 
To send this shell through 
the air only five and one-half pounds 
of powder is required, which develops 
an initial velocity for the projectile of 
about fiSO feet a second. The pressure 
exerted is 18,000 pounds to the square 
inch, which seems high for so small a 
charge, and the range of the mortar is 
placed at 4840 yards, or nearly three 
miles. 
The 
fighting 
rango 
which 
will bo genei'ally employed, however, 
is not expected to exceed two miles. 
In the operations before Santiago it 
was less, 
although 
when 
General 
Shafter determined 
to bombard the 
city if Toral fulled to comply to his 
demand for surrender, 
the mortar 
batteries were not less than two miles 
from the centre of the town and were 
to be iired at that distance. 
Inside 
the 
7-inch mortar 
shell is 12 1-2 
pounds of powder 
whose explosion 
throws 
hundroils of small pieces of 
the shell in every direction', 
A fuse 
ignites the powder as the shell strikes 
the ground, 
and if the explosion is 
instant the destruction 
in its imme- 
diate 
vicinity should 
be 
terrific. 
Should the shell, however, 
hit soft 
earth and bury itself before exploding 
ite efl'ectiven'efis is practically lost. 
The experience in firing mortars at 
Santiago showed 
that this occurretl 
frequently. 


These mortars are adapted to fire 
tbe pro ectiles of the 
7-inch howits -r 
08 well as the slvells, 
I3e.sides the 
ordinary sliell the mortar is intended 
to fire as well a steel shell of 
150 
pounds weight and approximately^ of 
five calibre length, charged with high 
explosive for great destructive effect, 
Tbip piece supplies the heaviest calibre 
that the army regards as necessary for 
field purposes and is intended for just 
such purposes as those to Avhich it was 
put at Santiago. 


The 8,6-iuch mortar is fired from a 
flolidly constructtíd platform weighing 
2UÜ pounds. 
The platform is held in 
position by stakes, the 
recoil being 
taken up and kept 
within limits };y 
ropes male fast t o a n 
amdior stake. 
The range of this mortar varies from 
300 yards to 3300, and its fire is just 
M accurate as that of thts larger piece. 


Twelve ounces of po"\vder explodes the 
shell, 
and the 
amount 
required to 
propel it varies from five ounces for 
the smallest distance to fifteen ounces 
for 
the greatest 
obtainable 
range. 
Experiments with this piece show that 
almost every shot can be landed with- 
in the space of an 
ordinary room, 
They are to the army in creating havoc 
to the iutrenchments what the big 12 
and IG inch coast defence mortars are 
to a fleet of approaching war vessels. 


E L I A S 
D U D L E Y ' S 
F O R T U N E 


Stnrtod AVlion Ho Ovdorotl Ylro l*rofliUont 
Uiiiinibal Haiuirii Out of His Slovo. 
One of the largest estates in the vil- 
lage of Presque Isle, Me., belongs to 
the heirs of Elias Dudley, an old-time 
merchant of the 
town, whoso jiros- 
perity was largely due to the fact that 
ho once ordered a vice president of 
the United States out 
of his 
store. 
Dudley was an old school Quaker who 
went to Maine from 
Pennsylvania 
years ago and carried on a small trade 
in buying furs from the French Can- 
adian squatters. He sold a few stand- 
ard groceries and kept socks, mittens 
and cheap clothing. Though ho could 
have made himself 
rich 
in a short 
time by selling liquor and tobacco, his 
conscience would not allow him to 
keep either. 
So firm was ho in his 
principles that he would allow no one 
to use tobacco in his store. 


In the summer 
of ISfii Hannibal 
Hamlin of Bangor, M'ho was then vice 
preside-nt, went up there 
to enjoy a 
week's fishing in Squaw Pan lake and 
called at Dudley's 
store to inirchase 
the needful supplies for his 
outing. 
While waiting for his goods to be put 
up, Mr. Hamlin lighted a cigar 
and 
walked up and down the 
floor, 
Dud- 
ley, who was in the back store, de- 
tected the odor of tobacco and came 
out in a towering rage. 


''Mr. Hamlin," said he, ''get out of 
my store at once. 
Nobody is allowed 
to smoke here. 
If President Lincoln 
or Qiieen Victoria should come into 
my store smoking I'd drive them out 
the same way I do you. 
CJO now, and 
never darken my doors again M'ith the 
smell of tobacco about you," 


Mr. Hamlin threw away his cigar 
and apologized. 
After that he told 
the story to his 
acquaintances 
as a 
good joke on himself, and before any- 
body in Presque Isle was aware of this 
fact old man Dudley Nvas famous. The 
Prohibitionists took himnp and petted 
him and nominated him for Congress, 
Meantime the anglers of New England, 
believing that Mr, Hamlin knew all the 
places where fish would bite, flocked to 
to Presque Isle by the stageload, and 
every one of them fitted out at Dud- 
ley's store. 
When Dudley died 
in 
1880 be was the best known man 
in 
Aroostook 
county and 
was 
Avorth 
nearly §100,000. 


Tho Founder of Sun Juan. 


Mr. Frederick A. Ober contributed 
to the Century an article on "The Is- 
land of Porto Kico." 
After telling of 
the founding of the city of San Juan 
by Ponce de Leon, Mr. über says: 


'San Juan, the city founded in 1511 
on the north coast, soon became a 
place of importance, and not long after 
settling here Juan of the Lion Heart 
built himself a castle on the i:)romon- 
tory above the harbor's mouth, 
and 
there he planned the voyage through 
the Bahamas which resulted in the 
discovery of Florida in 1513.

his search for the fabled Fountain of 
Youth was not so fortunate; and so in 
1521, being stirred by the news from 
Cortex in Mexico, he set forth again, 
again, this time to be wounded by an 
Indian arrow, to die in Cuba, and to 
be brought back to San Juan, where 
bis ashes still repose, in a leaden case 
beneath tho altar of the Dominican 
church. 


From his castle, known as 
"Casa 
Bianca," 
the 
view h'i often 
gazed 
upon is still outsjn-ead through screens 
of imlms above the crenelated wall 
around his garden, across the land- 
locked bay which, so many times since 
De Leon's death, has been the scone 
of naval demonstrations.

Pyffttiy Locomotive of Miniature Kailroad 
to Bo Operated at O m a h a Kxpositioii. 
What is claimed to be the smallest 
locomotive ever made for 
drawing 
passengers has been made for the 
Miniature 
EailroaJ 
company 
by 
Thomas E. 
McG-arigle of 
Islagara 
Falls. This steam railroad is tobo°op. 
eraied at the Trans-Mississijjpi expo- 
sition in Omaha, Neb., and. in all, six 
locomotives are to be built for the 
company under the present contract. 
The space at Omaha is located on the 
main thorougfare, occupying' about 
1100 feet. 


The height of the locomotive from 
the top of the stack to the mil is 25 
inche5,and the gauge is 12 1-2 inches. 
The cylinders are 2 by 4 inches. 
The 
1 1-2 horse-power, made of 
steel and is tested to 3U0 pounds pres- 
sure, and will hold 24 gallons oi 
water. 
It has 11 one-inch iron tubes, 
each 2 feet long. 
It 
is 
equipped 
with two injectors and when in or>era- 
tion carries 125 pounds of steam." The 
diameter of the driving 
wheel is 10 
inches. 
The forward truck has two 
wheels, which are 5 inches in diam- 
etcr, and the t-ender attached has two 
pairs of trucks, the diameter of the 
wheels being 5 inches. 
The tank in 
the tender holds 30 gallons of water. 
The iirebox is 10 by 10 inches. 
The 
weight of this little engine is aboul 
60U pounds, and it will run on a i-ail 
three-quarters 
of an 
inch 
square. 
Hard coal will be used as fuel. 
The 
capacity of the locomotive is ten cars, 
each containing two persons, or aboul 
4000 pounds. 
The 
locomotive 
is 
equipped with sandbox, bell, etc., and 
has a steam brake betAveen the driv- 
ers. 
One man, whose position will be 
on a seat in the tender, operates th« 
engine, 
Tho scale on which the loco- 
motive was built is about one-seventh 
that of one of the New York Central's 
largest engines, and as it stands in the 
shop it has a very business-like ap 
pearance. 
The length of the locomo 
tive from the point or pilot to end oi 
tender 
is 7 feet 3 inches,—Chicago 
Railway Age, 


It IVug the Capluro of Derno In Tripoli 


III 1805. 


The United States have not been 
long in the conquering business, but 
they have an excellent record. 
Amer- 
ican victories in Mexico at onco sug- 
gest themselves, but Mexico was not 
the lirst of American conquests, and 
the marmes who fought so well at 
Ouantanamo have a record of courago 
far outdating tho Mexican war. 


The first place over the water above 
which the American flag was hoisted 
in conquest was tho Tripolitan town 
of Derne, the name of whii^h is in- 
scribed to this day on the rolls of tho 
marine corps. 
Tho story of the cap- 
ture of that town is revived every 
now and then and it is 
especially 
worth retelling now, observes the New 
York Sun. 
In 1797 President Wash- 
ington sent as consul to Tunis ono 
William Eaton, a sergeant of tho Rev- 
olutionary army and a graduate of 
IJai'tmouth, who is said to have saved 
Washington's life on one 
occasion. 
Eaton had served in tho Now Hamp- 
shire legislature and was a man of 
ability and energy. 
He served nearly 
SIX years as consul at Tunis, 
Ho was 
more than consul in reality; he was 
the American dii)lomatic agent, and iu 
that capacity, by his boldness and 
acuteness, secured for American ves- 
sels immunity from the attacks of the 
Tripolitan pirates exceeding that of 
any other power. 
In 1808 he was 
recalled; but the next \ ear ho returned 
to act as United States naval agent, 
while Mr, or Colonel Tobias Lear, 
President Washington's private secie- 
tary, became consul at Tunis. 


Whatever may have been the duties 
of the naval agent in those piratical 
times and places, Mr. Eaton, at all 
events, had some leisure on his hands, 
which he employed in aiding the de- 
throned 
sultan 
of Tripoli, Hamet, 
against the usurping duke, as Shakes- 
peare would have put it, the usurping 
duke being Jusuf Caramalli, Hainet's 
brother. 
To help along Hamet, Eaton 
went to Egypt, and thence marched 
with 500 men 
against Derne. 
The 
capital of the richest province of Tri- 
poli. 
His march lasted from "early 
ill 1806" until April 27, on which day 
he and his army reached the city. 
There he was joined by a body of 
mai'iues anc] sajlors contributed by 
Commodore Hull, who had come along 
in the Argus and Hornet. 


On the morning of April 27, 1S05, 
then, the army of the banished sultan, 
consisting of a few hundred Americans 
and a few thouFand Arabs, attacked 
tho citj:. 
They bombarded it with 
Commodore Hull's guns, and after an 
hour of work the "blamed thing sur- 
rendered," as Jack Mar"lins]>'ike is be- 
lieved to have said at the time. 
At 
all events, CommoJore Uull raised the 
American flag over the city of Derne 
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ness with tho 
gentleman 
who is 


United States vice-consul here, 
so I

A Novel and Delicious CaUo. 


I want to tell about a most delicious 
cake concoction I have lately encoun- 
tered for the first time; it was a reve- 
lation of what a cake can be, and 
good enough to venture giving for the 
benefit of those who have not met 
with it as yet. 
It is just the rights 
thing for serving at this season at a 
luncheon or a high tea, or as an ac- 
companiment to iced tea or coffee, or, 
in fact, wherever cake would be grate- 
ful. 
It certainly is a dream of al 
cake. 


The first requisite is a ring cake- 
mould like a ring jelly-mould, but the 
centre hole must not be too large and 
the tin must be rather deep so that 
the cake will stand high on the plate 
on which it is served. 
The mixture 
for the cake may be made from any 
good, rich chocolate cake receipt—we 
all have our particular favorites, and 
they are all alike in general principles, 
consisting of a good sponge-cake mix- 
ture, with melted 
chocolate 
added 
towards the end of the stirring to give 
the necessary 
flavor 
and 
richness. 
When the cake is baked it is turned 
out as soon as possible on to a platter 
or plate on which it is served, and 
then covered with a rich chocolate 
icing, the soft kind which penetrates 
into the cake as well as covering the 
outside. 
And then comes the finish- 
ing touch that gives this especial deli- 
cacy its character, which is whipped 
cream that tills the whole inside of the 
ring of cake. 
While simple enough 
to make and prepare, the combination 
of the hot rich chocolate cake and the 
whipped cream is really ideal, and I 
most certainly advise any one who has 
not tasted it already to try i t 
I know 
whoever does will want to do so a 
second time.—Harper's Bazar.
